Tarr also announced that a traf- 
fic count has been completed on San 
Pablo Ave. at Buchanan and Marin 
Streets and that traffic there was 
sufficient to justify the erection of 
crossing signals. The count show- 
ed that at peak hours a total of 
4000 cars per hour passed at each 
sntersection. It is expected that sig- 
nals will be in use by mid-February 
or early March. State gas tax funds 
will finance the signals. 


When the Key Route improvement 
project gets underway, dirt hauled 
from that boulevard will be used to 
level off the Memorial Park base- 
ball diamond. A recent survey by 
the City Eingineer’s office revealed 
that third base is three feet lowe 
than first base. 


The City Engineer is also conduct- 
ing a study of the inter-city high- 
way plan to link Albany and Berke- 
ley directly with the Eastshore High- 
way.
